Group I, claims 1 , 3, 4, 6, 1 3, 1 8-21 , 25, 36 and 37 (in part), drawn to nucleic acid 
based methods for determining a bipolar affective disorder by assaying for a 
nucleic acid marker. 

Group II, claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 13, 24, 25, 36 and 37 (in part), drawn to protein-based 
methods for determining a bipolar affective disorder by assaying for a protein 
marker. 

Group III, claim 34, drawn to a probe or primer comprising at least about 20 
nucleotides and capable of detecting a marker in a FAT gene. 
Group IV, claim 38, drawn to methods of identifying a new marker that is 
associated with a bipolar affective disorder. 

Group V, claims 39 and 42, drawn to a method for determining a candidate 
compound for treating a bipolar affective disorder by administering a compound to 
an animal or cell that expresses a marker for a FAT gene and an animal or cell 
that does not express a marker with a FAT gene. 

Group VI, claim 40, drawn to a method for determining a candidate compound for 
treatment of a bipolar affective disorder comprising determining a level of 
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expression of a FAT gene in an animal or cell treated with a compound and 
comparing this level to that of an animal or cell that is not treated with said 
compound. 

Group VII, claim 43, drawn to a process of manufacturing a compound. 
2. The inventions listed as Groups l-VII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical feature for the following reasons: 

A 371 case is considered to have unity of invention only when there is a technical 
relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the same or 
corresponding technical features. The expression "special technical feature" means 
those technical features that define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, 
considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. In the instant application, different 
inventions are linked by the technical feature of the FAT gene, which is present within 
the region of 4q35.2. However, the FAT gene present at chromosome 4q35.2 was 
known in the art at the time the invention was made. In particular, Dunne (Genomics. 
1995. 30: 207-223) teaches the cloning of and the nucleotide and amino acid sequence 
of the FAT gene. The FAT gene and probes of the FAT gene disclosed by Dunne 
comprise at least 20 nucleotides of SEQ ID NO: 1 and can be used to detect markers in 
the FAT gene, as is required by present claim 34. Further, regarding claims 1 and 3, the 
prior art teaches methods for determining a bipolar affective disorder by assaying for a 
marker linked to map position 4q35.2 since the prior art of Adams, Blair and Badenhop 
(cited in the IDS) each teaches markers within the 4q35 chromosomal region, including 
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4q35.2, which are linked to bipolar affective disorder. Since the technical feature linking 
the claimed inventions was known in the art at the time the invention was made, there is 
no special technical feature linking the recited groups, as would be necessary to fulfill 
the requirement for unity of invention. 

Additionally, groups I, II and IV-VII are drawn to distinct methods. Each method 
requires performing different active process steps, requires the use of different reagents 
and has a different mode of action and effect. As such, each of the methods has a 
different objective and outcome and do not share a corresponding technical feature. 

3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, 
the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of 
the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in 
the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a petition 
under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i).
